El Paso, August 31.—Arrangements 
wéte made today for the investigation 
here by United States senate subcom- 
mittee as to whether American money 
was furnished to assist the Orozco or 
the Madero revolutions in Mexico. 
Senator A. D. Fall, of New Mexico, a 
member .of the subcommittee, spent 
the day seeking witnesses to testify 
here in a few days. Before taking 
testimony he will go to Los Angeles 
to meet Senator William Alden Smith, 
and after an investigation there the 
two plan to return to EI Paso to hear 
testimony. 

“We will investigate not only the 
effect of American capital on the pres- 
ent revolution as conducted by Oroz- 
co,” said Senator Fall, but the effect 
Of American capital on the revolution 
Diaz government ag con- 
ducted by Francisco Madero, now 
president of Mexico. Also the trouble 
in Cuba comes under our investigation. 

“There was a certain element of 
truth in the assertion from - Mexico 
City that I hag attempted to see 
Pascual Orozco, the leader of the pres- 
ent revolution, but it was not true 
that I did him or communicate 
With him or that I had anything to do, 
intentional or otherwise, with the fail- 
Ure of the recent peace negotiations. 
lL attempted to see Orozco because he 
had made allegations on mahy octa- 
sions that American money influenced 
the Madero revolution and this was in 
direct line with our investigation. I 
merely wished to Orozco, whom

prove his claims.”

TO NATIONAL BANKS 


31.—Reports 


Washington, August 
that one of the political parties was 
soliciting contributions from national 
banks for the pending political cam- 
paign stirred treasury department of- 
ficials today. Any national bank mak- 
ing such contribution, declared Thomag 
P. Kane, acting comptroller of the 
currency, whose attention has been 
called to the reports, will be subject 
to fine and its responsible officers and 
directors liable to fine and imprison- 
ment for violating the law passed by 
congress in 1907 forbidding such insti-

The. Washington Post today publish- 
ed a*report that E. P. Hooker, national 
treasurer of the progressive party, in @ 
personal letter to the president of a 
local national bank with a capital and 
surplus of nearly $1,000,000, had sgso- 


‘licited a contribution of $250. 


The acting solicitor of the treasury 
department recently decided that na- 
tional banks could receive and forwarg 
gratuitous contributions to politica 
parties provided there was no expends 
to the bank.; This does not permit 
the bank itself to contribute, it is 
clared.

Oddly enough Rube Waddell, 
as wild as ever, was opposed to him 
in this game, which was won by 
Young, 3 to 0. Rube did his best to 
break Young’s record and get to first, 
but a great catch by Stahl in the final] 
round on a mighty clout by Rube kept 
Young’s record intact. 

Waddell, however, evened up the 
score with Cy in the folowing year. 
In an Independence day battle between 
these two great heavers, possibly one 
of the prettiest ~ames witnessed up 
to that date, Waddell nosed out a 
twenty-inning victory over his Bos- 
ton rival, 4 to 2. 

Young continued to do good work 
for Boston in the succeeding years, 
and in 1908, his final vear with the 
Red Sox, he pitched his fourth no-hit 
game against New York 

The year 1909 found him with Cleve- 
land, and although he was rated as 4 
regular then, he showed signs of gotng 
back.

CODE ERROR COSTS 
GEORGIA BANKER 4630

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PANAMA BENEFITS 
GOING TO EUROPE 


Unless American Business Men 
and Shipping Interests Be- 
stir Themselves. 


31.—(Special.)

Washington, August 
A careful survey just 
Barrett, director of the 
union, and the leading authority in 
this country on Latin America, has 
convinced. that official that unless 
American business men and shipping 
interests are alert the European na- 
tions will reap most of the benefits 
from the Panama canal. 

Mr. Barrett has just returned to the 
United States from a tour of the in- 
dustrial centers of~Europe. He went 
abroad to acquaint himself with the 
act#vities of the Kuropeans in connec- 
tion wfth the canal and the trade of 
the Latin American countries to 
opened to development by thi at water- 
way. 

As a result of his trip, thie traveler 
is firmly convinced that the business 
interests of great ports of New Or- 
leans, Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 
York and Boston will have to hustle if 
they do more than.capture the Atian- 
tic to the Pacific business. This coast- 
wise shipping is a natural American 
monopoly by reason of the navigation 
laws prohibiting foreigners from ,en- 
gaging in it, but the trade in Central 
and South America is not so pretected, 

As soon as he gets time to do it, Mr. 
Barrett vill prepare a detailed state- 
ment of the findingss of his investiga- 
tion. This he will/distribute for the 
benefit of Amerigé6n business. In the 
meantime, however, he urges all hands 
to get together to head off the Eurv- 
pean traders. He is satisfied that the 
plans for gaining the lion's share of 
the new trade are made and are ready 
to be put into effect. 

“Lt looked into the ports, the 
factories and the exports of the big 
cities of Europe,” said Mr. Barrett, 
“and I am convinced that unless the 
people of the United States wake up 
they will find that the Europeans will 
be ready to assume the mastery of the 
trade through the Panama canal. 

“Rusiness houses and man facturers 
getting ready on an enor- 
mous seale to capture this trade. It 
to, say, however, that 
there is an element of American busi- 
ness which is right on its toes, and 
Keeping alive for the opening of the 
canal. These business men are ahead 
of the Europeans; Dut. while thut it 
true with regard to this one lent 
of American business life, the general 
feid of Europe is far ahead of the 
United States, and far ahead of South 
America, as a whole.

London, August 31.—-More than three 
‘hundred girls. passed through the 
hands of Julian Mitchell, Florrte Zieg- 
feld and Charles Frohman before the 
present cast of “The Pink Lady,” which 
hag been delighting London audiences, 
was finally judged complete and gent 
off from New York.

PENALTIES OF TAX-DODGING. 
Moultrie M. Sessions, of Marietta, one of the best known and 
soundest business men of Georgia, summarizes in another column 
the evils of Georgia’s present system of taxation, as often scored by 
The Constitution, and emphasizes the loss also visited upon the 
state from a standpoint of the timidity of investment of capital from 
abroad. 

Mr. Sessions’ card comes in apt conjunction with the declara- 
tions of the democratic state platform at Macon in favor both of 
tax equalization and of thoroughgoing reform in the state’s fiscal 
system. : 

If the legislature that is to hold office following Mr. Slaton’s 
inauguration will place live and intelligent laws on the statute 
books, and then enforce them, a system that forces retrench- 
ment where expansion is needed will be ended and a rich state will 


cease to appear bankrupt. 


Mr. Sessions draws attention to a fact heretofore cited by The 
Constitution when he says that the slack method of fixing taxable 
values in Georgia militates to a large extent against foreign in- 
vestors extending loans on farm and other lands. 

The same reasoning might apply, to a degree, to out-of-thelstate 
investments in general. 

The capitalist—and conceding that his operations are to be 
properly regulated, we need more of his class in Georgia—is not 
apt to come in shoals into a state which “passes the hat” to support 
its institutions, and! which does not itself know the extent of Its 
taxable resources, since it provides no adequate means of apprais- 
ing them. 

In the future, more and more capital will be needed in the 


jdevelopment both of farm lands and projects of general advance- 


ment and industry. 
Georgia’s haphazard fiscal system is a distinct, if an indirect, 
barrier to the free inflow of such capital. 


Just. returning from a tour of the west, Mr. Sessions compares 
the native developed and the potential resources of Geargia to 
those of the western states—all to the advantage of Georgia. 

He shows that, under a system that would equalize taxes and 


uncover much property that now hides in the bushes, the tax roll 
of this state ought to show a total of almost two billion dollars. 


What such a change would mean in the smooth operation-and 

° ° . . *. . “ete 
evolution of the various state institutions, and in the lightening of 
the burdens under which some of the counties now. suffer, need 


hardly be elaborated. : 

Mr. Sessions indicates what tax equalization accomplished in 
just one year in only one western city—Los Angeles. If it could, 
in justice to all interests, increase the revenues of the municipality 
in the ratio claimed, what could it not achieve if applied to the 
whole state of Georgia? 


The palpable need is to eradicate a system which makes every 
county virtually the arbiter of its own returns. 

It has been demonstrated, in some instances in Georgia, that 
county commissioners, by order of grand juries, cut down tax 
returns as much as one-fourth below those of the previous year, 
with no legitimate reason appearing on the surface. 

The menace of the practice is in the precedent established. If 
groups of counties are allowed to prune down their re urns at 
caprice,’ it will not be long before the larger counties—all the 
counties—will accept the ‘custom as a settled one and follow it 
The effect of such a development would be, inevitably, 
to visit stagnation and eventual paralysis upon,every branch of the 
state government. 

While indorsing the general attitude of The Constitution with 
regard to tax equalization, Mr. Sessions intimates that despite the 
unprecedented increase in values-on part of Fulton there may still 
he tax-dodging in this county. The Constitution does not claim 
infallibility for Fulton. The system is all against that end. But 
the record stands to show. that Fulton has, to a controlling degree, 
been more accurate in its returns than many of the counties of the 
state. How long she will continue, with examples to the contrary 
before her, is subject for conjecture. 


If the people will make their mandate for equalization suf- 
ficiently evident, the forthcoming general assembly will put it into 
force. But if the people remain indifferent, or fail to prod their 
representatives, the present system will continue... The Constitu- 
tion promises that 1f repetition of the penalties and menace of. the 
present system is what is needed for reform it will not be lacking 
so far as this paper is concerned. | 
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AMERICA--- WHERE MURDER FLOURISHES. 


During the past week the American Bar association, in session 
at Milwaukee, has been discussing judicial reform and various mat- 
ters pertaining to the advancement of justice*‘in this country. As 
The Constitution has often contended, one of the primary benefits 
the association could confer on the nation would be by exerting its 
influence to the end that America may cease to be indicted as the 


“nation of murderers.” For instance, a recent editorial in The New 
York Independent contains the following disquieting comment: 


For the practice of “murder as a fine art’ the United States offers unpar- 
alleled opportunities. There are three chances out of four that the murderer 
will never be brought to trial and ninety-nine chances out of a hundred that 
he will escape the gallows. In Germany, On. the contrary, he would stand 
ninety-five chances out of a hundred of being caught and convicted. Under 
these circumstances it is no wonder that we lead the world in this line. with a 
record of about thirty homicides a day. In New York city last vear there were 
119 cases of homicide, and in London only 198, so to keep up with New York, 
London would fave to kill about ten tires as many. Is old England willing to 
be beaten by us in all the manly sports” 7 


(seorgia 1s not exempt from its share in this indictment. The 
Constitution has shown what toll the pistol-toting habit takes of 
life and law and order in this state. 

Pursuing commercial advantage we are apt to neglect the duty 
of wiping out the stigma that applies to wholesale law violations, 
growing out of laxity of justice and the handicap enjoyed by the 
criminal as against society. 

Outworn technicalities, archaic procedure and the indifference 
of public sentiment all conspire to raise the homicide rate in Geor- 
gia, as throughout the nation. It has been shown that, in New 
York city, the apathy of municipal authority is the principal factor 
at fault. 

The remedy lies in intelligent co-operation between state and 
federal lawmaking bodies, to the end that the criminal and civil 
codes shall be made to harmonize with the needs of the day. After 
that.is accomplished, public sentiment must be eternally vigilant, 
making no distinction as between the rich and the poor malefactor. 

The process of redeeming the nation from its unenviable repu- 
tation is necessarily a slow one. But it can be materialized, if the 
‘ates and congress and the people work together in proper concert, 


NO DAMPER TO SOUTH’S PROSPERITY. 

Replying to a northern query Joseph A. McCord, vice president 
of the Third National bank and a recognized authority upon south- 
ern financial and business conditions, declares that “the south will 
have a revival of business, but it is not dependent on any political 
situation. Commercial and industrial United States has so far 
outgrown political America that results of the latter have little 


effect on the former.” 
Mr..McCord’s verdict confirms The Constitution’s statement 


some time ago to the effect that the country had outgrown domi- |

nance of the presidential year bogie. 
national prosperity. are too many and they lie too deeply to be 


influenced in more than transient degree by the rise and fall of| 


political parties—except, of course, in great crises, and there is no 
evidence that a large crisis of any nature confronts this country. 

On the contrary, every indication is that of optimism. The 
steel and iron business, and the business of transportation, are 
invariably regarded as barometers of national commercial] condi- 
tions. .These industries now only show present signs of healthful 
activity, but their responsible heads manifest more determination 
to prepare for increased activities in the immediate future than in 
two or three years. 

With specific reference to the south, the outlook is of the 
most encouraging description. It becomes increasingly . evident 
that if the cotton crop should fall below the normal in volume, or 
below the size of the output of last year, the enhanced price will 
more than make up for the decrease in proportion. Additionally, 
the south has of recent years been developing manufacturing and 
other industries the trend of all of which is to make the section 
more or less independent of the agricultural system which has 
heretofore been in many instances as much a hindrance as:a help. 

A factor not to be ignored in the south’s position of strategic 
advantage during a presidential year is the march forward of 
It looks now as though the corn crop will this year 
section’s history.

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PROTECTING TWO RACES. 


The Constitution’s protest against the conditions which help to 


swell the rate of typhoid fever in Atlanta has brought many com- 
mendatory comments from both physicians and laity. In a recent 
interview Dr. Louis C. Roughlin, a member of the sanitation com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce, discussing the subject, drew 
attention as follows to a phase often accentuated by The Constitu- 
tion: 


Perhaps the greatest trouble in Atlanta Hes in the poorer quarters of the 
city. Atlanta spends thousands each year in-the big residential and business 
sections, practically nothing in the other sections, yet it is from these sections 
that the fever germs come, it is nere that the money. ought to be spent and 
would do the most good. 

Take the negro quarters for instance. It is here that you will find disease- 
breeding filth, and it is here also that you will find the worst sanitary arrange- 
ments. Surface closets, imperfect sewers, little attempt at cleanliness, all fos- 
ter the disease, and it is easy to spread, you see, to the other sections. 

Every part of the city ought to receive the same care in a sanitary way, 
because disease in one part is more than likely to affect every part. Education 
is another big factor in the prevention of the disease, and when you get these 
two together the percentage will be reduced to a minimum. 

Not only as regards typhoid, but including -also tuberculosis 
and every other communicable: disease, the unsanitary negro quar- 


ters menace the white as well as the colored population of the city. 

Disease regards no arbitrary dividing line of geography or color. 

The well-guarded home in the white residence district may be- 
come infected by the negro hovel far distant. All the screens and 
other precautions devised by science will not keep out the typhoid 
fly breeding in surface closets in the negro districts, or shut out 
tuberculosis transmitted by the negro washerwoman or house- 
servant, or the white or the negro who rubs elbows with you on the 
streets or the trolleys. 

In the matter of health, and whether or not we like it, we are 
in fact, as in name, “our brother’s keeper.” 

Until Atlanta, in its sanitary arrangements, comes to execute 
that principle, the city will not approach the high health standard 
to which its altitude and its excelfent climatic conditions entitle it.

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“UNCLE JOE”? AND HIGH KICKING. 


One may not admire the political tenets of “Uncle Joe” Cannon, 
deposed czar of the house of representatives, but that does not 
interfere with reverence for the spirit of youth which appears to 
bubble etern@#y in his venerable breast. His latest exploit is to 
accept the challenge of go-year old J. B. Blanchard, of Morehead, 
Mich., to a high-kicking contest, to be held sometime in the near 
future—assumably when the heated term makes high kicking more 
compatible with comfort. 

They do say that “Uncle Joe” is the most youthful member of 
the house of representatives, more given to frolic, more responsive 
to the juvenile spirit which each man must in a measure keep, if 
he expects to attain success with sweetness in it. 

In a poker game, he is reported to be a formidable and enduring 
antagonist; wearing out opponents half his age, and coming up 
smiling when the sun rises and finds him with a-good or.a poor 
hand facing*his sleepy-eyed opponent across the table. 

The latest session of congress developed that he had lost none 
of his virility in debate and that he could “skin” the opposition

i with the old-time effectiveness, not forgetting to get his expletives 


exactly in the right place. 

It’s a game old cock that represents the Danville, Illinois, dis- 
trict in congress. Somehow, we like to think he typifies that Ameri- 
can spirit which retains what the French call “elan” to an ad- 
vanced age, and that maintains its efficiency because it refuses to 
admit the weight of encroaching vears.

The latest session of the general assembly cost the state in 
round numbers, according to a conservative estimate, $73,000. 

Constructive legislation was. accomplished, particularly with 
regard to insurance and banking and “blue sky” concerns. 

But much time was also frittered away, despite the best efforts 
of the leaders in both branches of the legislature. 

The cost of law-making, as now brought squarely up before the 
taxpayers, is apt to revive the discussion touching biennial sessions, 

The Constitution’s attitude upon that subject 1s well known, 
having been made manifest in repeated contentions that for all 
essential purposes the state gained as much by the legislature 
meeting each two years as once a year. 

Nothing has occurred, since then, to invalidate those arguments. 
On the contrary, they have been strengthened. 

Georgia is one of the few states in the nation clinging to the 
annual session. What it.can produce in the way of disturbance of 
business, and futility of controversy, has too often been demon- 
strated to require elaboration. What it achieves, also, in peewee 
legislation, is of sufficient record. ! 

The cry ruling today is for economy in government, tempered 
only by efficiency. | ‘ 

Each of these ends would be materially promoted by biennial, 
in place of annual, sessions. 

With the state’s budget annually mounting, the biennial ses- 
sion idea is a good one for the people to chew on, during the period 
intervening between today and next June. 

If sentiment indicates itself in terms sufficiently unmistakable, 
the legislature will be found responsive.

Editor Constitution: I have read 
with a great deal of interest the dif- 
ferent editorials in your paper headed 
“Tragic Farce to. the Last.” “Taz 
Equalization” and ‘“Tax-Dodging Will 
End. 

While I think it is time for Georgia 
to have a constitutiona] convention and 
frame a constitution that will suit this 


day and generation, at the same time, | 


from close study and observation, I am 
convinced that one of the greatest 
drawbacks to our entire state is this 
question of ‘“‘tax equalization.’’ I hope 
and trust that your great paper will 
take the matter up and, from time to 
time, say at least once a week until 
the meeting of our next legislature, 
have a strong article on tnis question. 
For instance, it would be very inter- 
esting for our people to know what 
system each of the other states has 
on this question. I have not looked 
into the matter and would myself be 
glad to know whether any other state 
has the “pass-the-hat’’ system in 
vogue. I would be glad to gee our 
state compared with other states of 
about the game population ag to val- 
ues. 

I have just geturned from a trip to 
the west, and while in wos Angeles the 
tax equalizers completed their work 
in Los Angeles county, and the total 
footing for the countv was over 
$700,000,000, being an increase of 
$100,000,0090 over 1911. 

Mind you, this was only one county 
in southern California. My recollec- 
tion is that our state, admittedly the 
Empire State of the South, is only 
around $750,000,000. Of course, it may 
be mortifying to your paper to publish 
these figures; and while California is 
a great and wonderful State, on ac- 
count of thousands of people with capi- 
tal flocking in there because of the 
widespread advertising given it by the 
railroads and various chambers of 
commerce, at the same time I know 
that Georgia has five or six times the 
resources of any state in the far west. 
If the property in Georgia were re- 
turned at 60 or 75 per -cent of its reas- 
onable value, I feel confident that we 
would show to the world a tax roll of 
$2,000,000,000. 

A vear ago a president of one of 
the large life insurance companies of 
the east, loaning money in the eastern 
states at 5 and 6 per cent, gave as one 
of his strongest reasons why his com- 
pany would not loan money in Geor- 
gia, that there was absolutely no way 
of arriving at any true idea of value 
of property from tax returns. He went 
on to call attention to the fact that

I hope you will keep up this work 
in a systematic way until you see a 
tax equalization law placed upon our

You have already done a ‘great work 
for Georgia, but if you will hammer 
along this line it will be the greatest 
yet.

‘“T have heard men of all politicah ipar- 
ties, in the past, say they wished there 
Was another respectable party in the 
south, active and strong. At last we 
have an opportunity to affiliate with 
such a party. It was impossible to 
have such a party unless it was na- 
ftional in its following, and ‘unless it 
was southern in its declarations as to 
the part that the negro should have in 
politics in the south. In a convention 
not dominateg by southern influences, 
the. southern views as to thig most 
important issue were adopted, as one 
of the foundation stones upon which 
this progressive. party would build its 
house, 

“Now, what are you southern white 
republicans going to do about it? 

“For years we have been whispering 
together, ‘if we could only get rid of 
the negro what a party we could have, 
but the national party will not let us: 
Go. it." < 
: “Our Views Adopted.” 

“Well now, the very same national 
republicans have seen the error of 
their ways, and without your help, or 
my help, they have adopteq our view 
on this subject. So, I repeat, what are 
you going to do about it? As for me, 
I am going to pull for it, tooth and 
toe nail. 1 have heard the call of the 
bull moose, and I am going to bellow 
back to him to beat the band. 

‘For twenty-five vears as a populist 
and a republican, I have stood. for a 


broader political horizon for the south. 


Yr realize that no party can stand, or 
should stand, that did not come clean 
as to the part that the negro should 
have in southern politics. 

“I saw the strong, aggressive, grow- 
ing, populist party in this state, stran- 
Sle itself to death, because it honestly 
tried to give the negro a:broader po- 
litical life, and for years he has been 
as rottenness in the bones of the re- 
publican party of this state, to such an 
extent that it did not dare attempt any 
part in state politics. 

“For nearly fifty years the demo- 
cratic party of the south has tied itself 
into a hard knot on account of the 
negro being a political factcr in the 
nation, individuals surrendering their 
ambition and the party satisflegq to rep-. 
resent only a section rather than sur- 
render its convictions on this question. 
And this year, the great republican 
party, founded to secure the liberty 
of the negroes, was itself racked and 
split in twain, because he had be- 
fome, and was, a political factor, and 
asset of that party. 

“IT have been a voter twenty-eight 
vears, and in that short time I have 
known three great parties to fail to 
make good nationally . because the 
negro. was a political factor in the 
affairs of thts nation. 

Time to Wake Up. 

“Surely it is time to wake up on 
this question. I do not know to what 
extent the negro may eventually par- 
ticipate, as a race, in the affairg of 
the state and nation, but I do know 
that massed as they have been in the 
south, and regarding the ballot as the 
great majority of them still regard it, 
it is folly to take any other position 
on this question than that held by the 
men who have lived closest to them. 

“There is usually only one issue in 
any campaign, no matter what is writ- 
ten in the platform, and only about 
one {issue is usually settled. 

“This fall the question is going to be 
settled whether or not we really want 
a national party with the southern 
view of the negro as its cornerstone, or 
whether. we. prefer this question hung 
up in the air to be used as a ‘bugaboo’ 
to scare the folks at home, or bluff the 
folks away from home,”

So Mrs. Solomon invested in 
a note book and took down verbatim 
what the youthful follower of Darwin 
dictated. This probably never will at- 
tain the dignity of print, but it is 
really an amazing feat of easy-writ- 
ing to have been performed by a little 
boy of 4. To show that there was no 
deception, the infantile zoologist dic- 
tated a chapter on “The Pike,” in the 
reporter's presence—chatting it off, as 
one might say, while he played with 
his toys on the floor. Here is part of 
it, which shows that this juvenile nat- 
uralist is no dry-as-dust, but has a 
sense of humor, which should make 
his future works worth reading: 

“The Pike—e e.ts smal] fish 
such as sun stars and sea mice. He 
doesn't, really... Fancy saying that. 
The real chief food is a few little 
trout, or he'll make a very good meal 
of nice, fat salmon. 


“The pike is a fresh-water fish. 
You can eat him, but is very difficult 
to catch, for he keeps to the-~end of 
the river, where no one ever is. 

“The salmon is a relation to the 
pike; so are the little trout and the 
salmon trout. The minnow is a great 
relation to the pike, 
minnnow, too. t's funny eating our 
relations, isn’t it?’ 

Other chapters of Scott's “book” are 
headed, “Beetles,” “Snakes,” “(Common 
Gold Fish” and “Frogs.” His chapter 
on “The Diplodocus” begins: 

“The diplodotus is a large animal 
about as big as a house. He belongs to 
the ‘saur’ family.” 

“Scott never was interested in sto- 
ries,” said his mother; “in fact, he 
won't listen to them. “Tell me some- 
thing that teaches me something,’ he 
always says. But in spite of all he 
has learned he is not at all self-con- 
scious, and is a thoroughly game-loy- 
ing, boyish boy.” _

Berlin, August 31.—With- character- 
istic deliberateness, the Germars have 
already begun work on the building 
of the Olympic stadium for the games 


‘to be held tin Berlin during 1916. Some 


of the improvements planned will be 
read with particular interest by 
American athletes who tossed in their 
bunks on the Finland while they were 
awaiting recurrent dawn to defeat the 
rest of the world's champions on track 


'and field. 


For the stadium at Berlin will have 
athletes, bed- 
rooms, bathrooms, lounging rooms, 
training rooms; in short, everything 
necessary for a continuovs tournament 
so that there will be no necessity to 
tire the contestants by trips to and 
from the city. The formal opening of 
the new big athletic playground will 
take place next year, when sports will 
be held there to celebrate the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the kaiser’s ac- 
cession. 

The stadium ts to He in the middle 
of the large Grunswald race course, 
which is itself an immense clearing in 
the fir forest whieh stretches away 
on the west side of Berlin. It will be 
about half an hour’s journey by train 
from the center of the city. 

The most noticeable feature in which 
it will differ from the stadiums at 
other Olympic cities is that the swim- 
ming tank will not be inside the run- 
ning tracks, but in the line of the en- 
circling building. This is intended to 
give the stadium a more unbroken ap- 
pearance. The inside track of the two 
that encircle the German stadium is 
for running, and will be 400 meters 
(437 yards) long; the outer one is for 
cycle races, and will be 666 2-3 meters 
(729 yards) in length. 

The stadium will seat about 18,000, 
and there will also be standing room 
for 12,000. The seats will be open to 
the sky.

inconsistent. Commercial travelers 
will regret that Mr. Slaton has failed 
to take a stand on matters of such 
vital importance to them. 

Last week the Du Bose Firing Line 
published an open letter to Mr. Slaton, 
which in substance asked for a clean- 
cut reply of the candidate for governor 
on the following questions: Longer 
free storage of baggage, larger limit 
of free baggage on a ticket, more ef- 
fective fire protection and a sanitary 
law in hotel life and better plan for 
pulling mileage. As will be seen, Mr. 
Slaton declines to declare himself on 
any of these matters. 

The candidate says he Is receiving 
queries from all over the state which 
would be practically impossible for 
him to answer, but all hands must 
wait until the legislature meets. This 
is not at all assuring to the great army 
of commercial travelers. 

Mr. Slaton refers to a bill he drafted 
for the traveling men two years since, 
and which was passed. This really 
makes matters still darker for the road 
men, for that is what might be called 
a toothless enactment. One of the kind 
which may or may not be obeyed, ac- 
cording to the individual hotel keeper. 
No inspector is provided for to enforce 
the measure, 
years Georgia has 
hotel sanitary laws. 

In this respect Georgia !s far behind 
other states. Many have vigorous 
laws. with inspectors, and as a result 
wonderful strides have been made for 
the betterment of the traveling public.

Paris, August 31.—Resource and a 
sense of the dramatic fitness of things 
are still an inseparable characteristic 
of the typical Parisian.

But none refers to her 
under the name of Cybele. A stele 
with a long and perfect Lydian text— 
in which Artemis appears crowned by 
the carved head of a lion—was found 
in situ near an anclent building found 
during the preliminary survey. This 
building ts of Mycenaean construction 
and is unquestionably . much older 
than 400 B. C. 

The most important find consists of 
ten complete or almost complete Lyd- 
lan texts, several of - considerable 
length, and among them a bilingual in- 
scription in Lydian and Armaic. The 
eight lines of Armaic, dated in “the 
tenth year of Artaxerxes the king,” 
are in the opinion of Professor Litt- 
man, Of Strasburg, unquestionably a 
translation of the Lydian, and give 
the first clue to the deciphering of 
the Lydian language, which, when these 
excavations began, was known  oniv 
from a few much defaced fragments. 
The gold jewelry, consisting of neck- 
laces, ear-rings, finger-rings, bracelets, 
and small plaques intended for sew- 
ing on to garments, recalls the best 
Etruscan work; but the most unique 
and beautiful objects are the engraved 
gems, mostly conoids of chalcedony, 
carnelian, or rock-crystal with their 
g0ld or silver mountings still intact. 
Of the many coins the finest are @ 
collection of tetradrachms of Philip, 
Alexander, and the earlHer Diadochi 
found in the temple itself. These, the 
gems, and the gold and silvér ob- 
jects are now in the museum at Con- 
stantinople, where all finds will alee 
mately be sent. 

The last hdstorical find is a cect 
inscription of 138 lines containing a 
letter dated 4 B. C., from Augustus to 
the people of Sardes.

Go Turkish Women 


“Complete-degeneration is beginning 


to possess the Moslem women, and the | 


pernicious influence of the west is 
paving the way to hell,’”’ is the spirit 
of an edict recently issued by the re- 
ligious head of the Moslems, who is 
waging a relentless campaign against 
the progress of Turkish women. A 
gifted woman writer of Turkey has 
been threatened with prison because 
she lectured in the American college 
of women to a European audience, and 
even the government is beginning to 
legislate to keep the women back in 
the history of progress and civilization. 
According to a foreign correspondent, 
everywhere the chains of the harem 
are being tightened. Fathers have 
beaten daughters for appearing un- 
veiled at the windows of their homes. 
Parental discipline, in one case at least, 
went the length of whipping to death 
a disobedient daughter who had dared 
to make a few contradictory remarks 
on the irrationality of the Turkish 
women’s headgear. Husbands have di- 
vorced wives who have maintained that 
the Koran does not demand the veil. 
The government itself has begun. to 
legislate to Keep the women of Islam 
in the narrow paths of tradition, It 
has been made a misdemeanor punish- 
able by a fine of $75 for a woman to 
enter an European shop unaccompanied 
by a relative. European dress is pro- 
nounced as immorality opposed _ to 


Moslem religious law.

“There seems to be the impression 
that there cannot be combined in the 
horse show the professional element 
and the amateur element.

Then 
there is the open class, where both 
amateurs and profassionals compete. 
I hope the time will come, too, when 
there will be some consideration of the 
horse and his dignity, and that th 
horse winner in his ‘legitimate line, 
will not be thrust into every class and 
Subjected to the humiliation of minor 
place in the ribbons just for a paltry 
Sum of money. 

“That has been a weakness tn many 
of the shows of the southern circuit, 
and there will have to be made stricter 
rules to protect the. situation A 
will have to be more 
clearly defined. If the owner does not 
know what his horse really stands for, 
then the horse show authorities should 
teach. It makes me almost weep when 
I See a noble horse that ts victor in 
his line put in a class where he does 
not belong,” and Miss Jones continued 
about horses as if they were 
“folks” and “folks” she loved very 
dearly. ;

A few days ago, while he was riding 
forth. from the barracks at Danzig, a 
crowd gathered to cheer him. An aged 
organ-grinder tried to fore, his way 
through the press, but the police drove 
him back without much ceremony.

“I want to speak to the kron prinz!” 
Waving the police to one side, the 
prince took the outstretched hand of 
the aged organ-grinder. 

“Just like Kron. Prinz Fritz,” said 
the gratified street musician.

He 
Pinned this medal with his own hands 
at Gravelotte. And that was a great 
battle. I have often seen the Kaiser, 
your father. But now I have seen our 
future Kaiser I can die happy. You are 
your grandfather come to lfe again.”
